SCHOOL REPORT. 


It will be impossible within the limits of a brief report to pre- 
sent all the facts respecting the schools in town which ought to 
demand the attention of their patrons. 

Our Common Schools are the glory of New England, and they 
ought to be the pNde of every friend of education, and especially 
of the education of the masses. They are not a royal institu- 
tion, dividing their honors only among those of kingly lineage. 
The child of the millionaire and of the day laborer meet upon a 
common level, occupy the same seat, study the same text-books. 
and so far start on an equality in the race of life. 

The Schools in Hooksett compare favorably with others in the 
State, and in the main deserve commendation, but along with 
many excellences, a careful observation will disclose some de- 
fects. We. must be content to call attention to a few things 
which demand inquiry. 

One serious defect is a multiplicity of text books. In some 
schools as many as four different Geographies, two or three _ 
Grammars, and as many arithmetics were found. No teacher 
ean do justice to herself or her school when such a num 
classes are required. In one school with 45 different sch 
an average attendance of 26, there were 35 classes! Sq 
Geography is concerned, this difficulty has been partial! 
died in three of the school8, by substituting one author f 
or four. . 

In one school a class was found studying themselves int, 
fect yertigo over Cornell’s Physical Geography, a work 
longs only to the advance classes in our High Schools % 
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Another obstacle to progress is the frequent change of teach- 
ers. In our judgment, if a competent teacher is secured, a 
change should not be made except from necessity. 

Still another and very serious difficulty is the lack of hearty 
sympathy for and cooperation with the teacher, evinced espec- 
ially if neglect to visit the school room. In four of the eight 
schools in town, even the Prudential Committee have failed to 
visit the school during the year, and comparatively few of the 
parents have jooked in upon the work of the teacher. 

We do not leave our farm stock to the care of the hired man, 
or allow the kitchen to be ander the exclusive control of our do- 
mestics. How much more reluctant should we be%to commit our 
children at the most critical age to a comparative stranger, with- 
out our personal supervision. 

But notwithstanding these and other debusons. our schools 
in the main are well managed and successful. 

Through the cooperation of the selectmen, a copy of the State 
Map of N. H. has been furnished for each school room in town- 
A few other requisites are still needed, and we hope in time will 
be secured. " 


We have space for only a few words in respect to the schools 
in detail.

The three terms of the year were taught by Miss A. H. Kim- ’ 
ball of Hooksett. Miss K. has had considerable experience as 
a teacher in Massachusetts. She labored faithfully. There were, 
howevey, some difficulties which made her task severe during 
the Fall term. <A better state of things existed in the winter, 
and the school. presented a good appearance at the examination. 
Average attendance, 26. 


DISTRICT No. 38.

There was a Spring term of 9, and a Fall term of 14 weeks, 
both: taught by Miss Annie A. Watson of Suncook.
